“Reconnoitering parties sent out 
during the night of 21-22 discovered 
some deserted trenches, d in them, 
or near them, in the w over 100 
dead and wounded were pitked up.

There 
were other signs that portions of the 
enemy's forces had withdrawn for 
some distance. 

‘Tuesday, 22, was also fine with 
less wind, and was one of the most 
uneventful days that has passed since 
we reached the Aisne—uneventful.

GREAT WAR FUND 
FOR THE GERMANS. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. . 
BERLIN (via London, 2:50 p.m.) 
Sept. 28.—The response of the Ger- 
man public to the efforts of the gov- 
ernment to raise a war fund of five 
billion marks ($1,250,000,000) has, it 
is asserted here, removed all anxiety 
the nation may have had regarding 
its ability to meet financial obliga- 
tions due to the war.

amount 4,500,000,000 marks has been 
subscribed by the public without 
straining seriously the financial 
sources of the empire. 
According to military authorities 
the war is costing Germany about 
20,000,000 marks ($5,000,000) a day, 
inclusive of the money spent on be- 
half of those who have been de- 
prived of their breadwinners. The 
means of the government at the be- 
ginning of the war, not counting the 
permanent war treasure bill, includ- 
ing the reserve funds of the Reichs- 
bank, amounted to about 500,000,- 
000 marks ($125,000,000,) in the 
meantime, however, has been con- 
siderably increased through the issue 
of notes. It is thought, therefore, 
that the money available for the pur- 
poses of the campaign can be in- 
creased if necessary, * several bil- 
lion marks. 

The amount which the govern-

BRITISH SHIPS 
SUNK BY GERMANS.

LONDON, Sept. 28, 2:45 p.m.— 
Twelve British ships with an aggre- 


gate tonnage of 59,331 have been sunk 
on the high seas by German cruisers 
up to Séptember 23, according to an 
Admiralty return issued this after- 
noon. Eight other British ships, 
whoke tonnage aggregates 2979, have 
been sunk by German mines in the 
North Sea, and twenty-four fishing 
craft with a tonnage of 4334 have 
been captured or sunk by the Ger- 
mans ih the same waters. British 
ships detained at German ports num- 
ber seventy-four, with a total tonnage 
of 170,000. 

On the credit side the Admiralty 
gives 102 German ships, with a total 
tonnage of 200,000, detained in Brit- 
ish ports since the outbreak of the 
war. Bighty-eight German ships of 
an aggregate tonnage of 338,000 have 
been captured since hostilities began. 

The return shows also 168 German 
ships with an aggregate tonnage of 
283,000 detained or captured by the 
allies. Fifteen ships with a tonnage 
of 247,000 were detained in American, 
ports, while fourteen others with a 
tonnage of 72,000 remain in the Suez 
Canal.

Unsparing Flames. 


SEAR LANDMARK 
IN MANY LIVES. 


Historic Ann-street School 
Stricken by Fire. 


Roof and Top Story Burned; 
No One is Hurt. 

Recipient of First Licking 
Helps to Save It. 


The youngster who cut his initials 
in his desk on the day the Ann-street 
school opened twenty-five years ago. 
and for it received the first “licking” 
in the school’s history, returned yes- 
terday as Policeman R. M. Phillips 
and risked his life to save the historic 
building, when it was attacked by 
flames. | 


Painters, using a blow-torch to re- 
move the surface paint that a fresh 
coat might be applied, accept respon- 
sibility for the fire which caused 
$16,000 damages and wiped away the 
roof and upper story. No blame is 
attached to them by the authorities, 
for the boards were but tinder. and 
the hot breath of the torch squirmed 
beneath the clapboards and set up a 
smoldering fire. 

It was after 4 o’clock in the even- 
ing, and the pupils and teachers had 
gone, when Mrs. G. A. Catty, the jani- 
tress, at her cleaning on the second 
floor, smelled smoke. She explored 
further and came face to face with 
a blast that drove her to safety and 
the ground. From its nest in the cor- 
ner the fire scurried around the eaves 
of the building, flashed over the roof 


with its inviting shingles. Before the 
jJanitress was out to shout e alarm 
the old building was but a et of 


flames. 

At the Central Police Station the 
repeated alarms brought the order to 
Patrolman Phillips to hurry to the 
scene of the fire. He heard that it 
was the Ann-street school, just off 
North Broadway, the school where he 
had gone twenty-five years ago on the 
day, and where his jack-knife had won 
for him a whipping. 

By the time he arrived there the 
fire department was in full attack, but 
the weathered frame of the building 
was but a magnet to the flames, and 
the firemen fought only to save the 
first floor. 

The crowd was already enlisted to 
save some of the school furniture when 
Patrolman Phillips arrived. A teacher 
rushed to him and said that some pa- 
pers extremely important to the schoo! 
were in the building, and that if a 
certain door could be opened the 
flames could be reached more easily 
by the firemen. Phillips went into 
the building, with its doors that had 
become escape valves for smoke and 
flames. He smashed in the door that 
was vital to fight the fire and snatched 
“he desired papers from the 


smoking, 
neck and his hands were black. 

The crowd gathered around him and 
took him to the street where he was 
seated on one of the desks that had 
been rescued from the school. It was 
an old desk, one long used only for 
emergencies, and the fire had charred 
the surface. He sat there recovering 
his breath, and nervously kicked at 
the legs of the desk. The jarring 
shook something beneath his fingers, 
and the movement attracted his at- 
tention. He kicked again and putty, 
dried by the fire, shook loose. He 
kicked away the parts curiously. The 
scars they revealed were three letters, 
„R. M. P.,“ those that * had cut on 
the first day of schoo 
years before, and for which he had 

ot the “licking.”

BLOW AIMED AT 
COTTON TRADE. 


Southern Pacific Purposes 
Advance of Rates. 


While War Conditions Make 
the Market Wabble. 


— 


Im portant Conference Upon 
Situation Today. 


With the cotton market undermined 
by war condition and a campaign un- 
der way to provide the small grower 
with enough money for living ex- 
penses, the Southern Pacific has filed 
an application with the State Railroad 
Commission for permission to readjust 
cotton rates upward. A copy of the 
application was received yesterday at 
the commission's branch office here. 

“Rates as now published,” says the 
application, “are considered entirely 
too low for the service performed.” 

Back of the proposal, according to 
General Freight Agent Stubbs of the 
Southern Pacific, is the necessity of 
taking cognizance of the advent of 
the compressor into the Imperial Val- 
ley and also of creating a differential 
between the Los Angeles and San 
Francisco rates, which will assure the 
railroad the long haul in competition 
with water forms of transportation. 

The prayer of the Southern Pa- 
cific is for the sanctioning of a rate 
on compressed cotton from Calexico 
and Glamis to this city and its port of 
40 cents and to San Francisco of 565 
cents, and an advance of the rate on 
uncompressed cotton to this city and 
its port from 40 to 60 cents. This 
would provide a l15-cent differential 
between the Los Angeles and San 
Francisco rates, according to Mr. 
Stubbs, which would assure the rail- 
road the long haul by the simple ex- 
pedient of leaving so little for the 
steamship companies after the cotton 
gets to the port by rail that they could 
not make any money on the traffic. 

The lowness of the compressed rate 
in comparison with the uncompressed 
rate is explaine’ by the fact that 
compressing makes for weight and 
the revenue-yielding pacity of the 
box car is thereby inc: cased. 

COTTON CONFERENCE TODAY. 


Plans to provide a market for Im- 
perial Valley cotton will be discussed 
today at a meeting of the executive 
officers of the Chamber of Commerce 
with representatives of the growers 
and financial and other interests at 
the Chamber of Commerce. With 
the outbreak of the European war 
and the consequent closing of the 
great English mills, the botton 
dropped out of the cotton market. As 
a result the growers of the Imperial 
and Palos Verde Valleys find them- 
selves with much the largest crop of 
cotton on record on their hands for

California Crop Value Over 
Twenty Millions. 


Inflated Prices Decline to 
Normal Point. 


Exportation Greater than in 
Past Years. 


With its phenomenal crop of over 
44,000,000 bushels of barley, Califor- 
nia leads all other barley-producing 
States of the Union for the year 1914, 
according to W. E. Howard, president 
of the Los Angeles Grain Exchange. 

This crop, based on the selling price 
of 46 cents per bushel on September 
1, has a value to the State of over 
$20,000,000. Although the present 
1,000,000 acres planted to barley 
shows a considerable decrease over 
preceding years, the 1914 yield of 
44,000,000 bushels exceeds the average 
of the last five years of only 37,000,000 
bushels owing to an extremely heavy 
yield per acre, due to heavy rains last 
winter. 

Discussing the influence of the Fu- 
Prepean war upon this year’s grain crop 
in the United States, Mr. Howard de- 
clared the same thing happened to 
grain in this country immediately fol- 
lowing the announcement of war that 
occurred to most other crops. Crowds 
of speculators eager to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity afforded by 
such an important event greatly in- 
flated prices, expecting that warri 
Europe would have to buy American 
products at whatever prices were

harbor. 


With a splendid climax, the Amer- 
fean Red Cross “garment of love“ 
movement closed its week's campaign 
at the Bronson buliding last night. 
The grand total of contributions from 
the city and surrounding towns is 
more than 15,000 garments, that 
number. having been counted and list- 
ed at noon yesterday, with huge 
stacks yet upon the tables, when the 
tying on of the “garment of love” 
tags, together with the rush of pack- 
ing by many hands, made the mere 
matter of counting extremely diffi- 
cult. All the cases except one were 
packed, nailed up by experienced men 
at the business, and appropriately 
marked. Each case is emblazoned 
with the familiar insignia of the Red 
Cross Society, and bears the following 
address: . 

“American Red Cross, Bush Ter- 
minal Company warehouse, Thirty- 
ninth street and Second avenue, 
Brooklyn, N. .“ 

Plainly marked on the same side 
of the case are the words, “men’s 
clothing.“ “hospital supplies,“ chi- 
dren's gar mente or similar words, 
indicating the contents of the case. 
With the money contributed, 100 
warm army blankets and a number of 
bolts of gauze for hospital bandages 
were purchased. 

Mrs. W. J. Chichester, chairman 
of the committee, has already taken 
out insurance on the shipment, guar- 
anteeing its safe arrival at its destina- 
tion. At the harbor she will receive 
the bill of lading. which will be for- 
warded to the proper authority in 
New York. . 

The success of the movement has 
been so signal that all the women 
connected with it are overjoyed, and 
were showered with congratulations 
yesterday. At the dedication cere- 
monies this afternoon it is expected 
that a message will be read from 
the President's daughter, Miss Mar- 
garet Wilson. 

At 1 o’clock sharp, the one case left 
open for the purpoap will be placed 
in the center of the room. The rep- 
resentatives of the American Red 
Cross and the 200 women who have 
worn the garb and received the con- 
tributions will then march around

with hospital supplies, and each will 
cast into the box the arm-band and 
cap she has worn, and it will then 
be nalled up.

BATTLEFIELDS OF CALIFORNIA 
DEADLIER THAN EUROPE'S. 


But Here the Casualties are 
Among Gophers and Ground Squir- 
reis, of which Government Says it 
‘will Shortly Rid the Entire State. 
A Remarkable Campaign. 


The gopher and the ground squir- 
rel will shortly be as extinct in Call- 
fornia as the late lamented dodo, ac- 
cording to Dr. H. A. Fisher, chief 
of the biological survey of the Agri- 
cultural Department, who was in the 
city yesterday as a visitor to Super- 
visor Chariton of the Angeles 
tional Forest. Last night he left for 
the Kern, Sequoia and California re- 
serves, where pe will inspect the 


tion of the gopher and ground squir- 
rel colonies that in many places 

8 the destruction of the alfalfa 
elds. 

There are at this time not 
than twenty separate parties 
gaged in the work of ridding 
land of these pests. For years the 
rodents have been a source of loss 
and worry to orange and small fruit 
growers, and especially have they 
been destructive to alfalfa. 

A series of experiments concluded 
some time ago by the Agricultural 
Department have furnished a sure 
remedy for the vermin. as hundreds 
of thousands of acres cleared of the 
pests testify. It was found that to mix 
barley with strychnine for ground 
squirrels and oats with strvchnine for 
gophers, made a combination that 
was death to the little animals. Dr. 
Fisher tells of one thirtv-acre tract 
in one of the northern counties, where 
2100 gophers and ground squirrels 
were killed in two days by scatter- 
ine the deadly combination in fields 
where thev lived. The barlev and oats 
are coated with a combination of 
starch and strvohnine, the starch 
holding the deadly drug to the «rain 
until it is eaten by the gopher or 
squirrel. The habits of the animals 
makes it comparatively easy to kill 
them in great numbers. — 

There are but few gonhers or 
ground squirrels in the local national 
forest. Some were located at the ex- 
periment station at Converse Flats. 
At Banning the roots of growing trees 
suffered. but thev were all cleaned 
out by the use of the barley and oats 
loaded with strychnine. 

Dr. Fisher said thet in a short 
time California will be free from both

VERSEAS—THE SITUATION TO DATE. | 
The war has become a drag, almost as | 
much so to the American people as to the 
Germans, Austrians, French and English, 
who are bearing the burden of the conflict. 
“We have fallen back a little here and we 
have made a little progress there.” Such 
is the formula of the dispatches that the 
historian of the future will have to examine | 
and review in writing the history of the | 
tragedy. But they mean so little. They 
tell so little of what is going on, of the 
wounds inflicted, of sorrow unassuaged, of 
incessant woe, not only on the battlefields, 
but beyond the field of battle—back home. 

The correspondent of the Lokal Anzeiger, 
one of the foremost Berlin dailies, is re- 
ported to have wired his paper that a de 
cisive result of the engagement now on in 
France need not be expected for several 
days. This may be taken as a German semi- 
official view in so far that the Berlin censor 
permitted the publication of the dispatch. 

The London Chronicle was informed last 
night that the allies are in contact with the 
Germans at Antwerp. The Germans are 
said to have made elaborate plans to avoid 
being enveloped there. A Ghent cable also 
intimates that the Germans are preparing 
for “big doings” at or around Antwerp. All

POSSIBILITY. 
There is a cloud on the horizon not 

so large as a man’s hand. God send that 
it extend not its dimensions. It is the al- 
leged declaration of the British Consul at 
San Francisco that Great Britain would 
not respect or recognize as valid the trans- 
fer to American ownership and registry of 
a German merchant ship now at anchor in 
the harbor of San Francisco, and if such 
transfer should be made, the ship, even with 
the American flag at her masthead, would 
be liable to be seized or destroyed by a 
British cruiser. 3 


British diplomatic officers seldom or never 
make official utterances not authorized by 
the British Foreign Office, and if England 
has really assumed the position that she 
will not recognize the validity of transfer 
of German or Austrian ships to American | 
ownership it creates a situation that may 
become serious. 

Great Britain bases her position upon the 
rule promulgated by the London conference 
that transfers of ships from a belligerent 
to a neutral power made during war or in 
anticipation of war would not be recognized 
by the other belligerent as valid. 

But the United States never by treaty 
adopted the rules of the London confer- 
ence and, under the law of nations, is not. 
bound by them. Already the ships of the 
United Trust Company and the Robert Dol- 
lar Company trading between New York 
and South America have been transferred 
from British to American ownership with- 
out warning from England or objection from 
Germany. For Great Britain now to object 
to similar transfers of German ships would 
be inconsistent. 

Suppose that, notwithstanding the objec- 
tion of the British Consul at San Francisco, 
a German ship there should be sold to an 
American company and registered as an 
American vessel and should sail for Hong- 
kong or Yokohama. She might be over- 
hauled on the high seas and captured or 
sunk by a British or a Japanese cruiser, or, 
if she arrived at her destination, might be 
seized as a German ship. That would be 
a casus belli against Great Britain or Japan, 
if the United States should elect to so con- 
sider it. That would suit Japan. 

It would be up to Uncle Sam then either 
to prepare for a gigantic conflict that would 
involve an enormous sacrifice of life and 
treasure with no compensating advantages, 
or to pocket the insult and buy no foreign 
ships, or to declare an embargo against 
British vessels and allow none to unload a 
cargo or take a cargo at our wharves. 

The latter course would avoid the hor- 
rors and cost of war and would smite John 


nerve. It would not necessarily involve or 
lead to war, for even a hostile embargo is, 
according to international law, a kind of 
reprisal by one nation upon vessels within 
its ports belonging to another nation with 
which a difference exists for the purpose of 
forcing it to do justice. It is from the very 
nature and policy of the measure a tempo- 
rary restraint. An embargo means only a 
temporary suspension of trade. If British 
ships were excluded from either unloading 
cargoes or taking on cargoes in our ports, 
and England should extend the same cour- 
tesy to American ships, she would lose ten 
times as much as we would, for she has ten 
times as many ships as we have.

We 
understand the drain that is pulling to get 
this money out of the country to supply the 
war needs of Europe, but with the Stock Ex- 
change wisely closed this drain is not 
particularly effective. The government at 
Washington has its eyes wide open to the 
conditions prevailing and has warned the 
bankers of the country to do just what we 
are pleading for at this moment. ,

NOTHER FREAK LAW. | 
Among the freak laws enacted by Holy 
Hiram and his subservient Progressive Leg- 
islature there is not one more freakish and 
more utterly asinine than the “unfair com- 
petition and discrimination” law appearing 
on pages 508 to 510 of the statutes enacted 
in 1913. 
This act makes it a crime punishable by 
not more than $1000 fine or one year’s im- 


son, firm or corporation “to discriminate 
‘between different sections, communities or 
cities or portions thereof by selling or fur- 
nishing any commodity, product or service 
rendered at a lower rate in one section, 
community or city or any portion thereof 
than in another, after making allowance for 
difference, if any, in the grade, quality or 
quantity and for cost differences between 
such places due to distance from the point 


and expense of distribution and operation.” 

Under this law a grocer with one store 
on Spring street and another on Stephenson 
avenue who should give fifteen pounds of 
sugar for one dollar in one store and 
fourteen pounds for a dollar in the other 
would run the risk of sojourning a year in 
the County Jail for the crime. 

A carpenter who should charge three dol- 
lars for a day’s work on a house on West 
Seventh street and who should work r 
two dollars and one-half per day on a house 
on East Seventh street might join the sugar 
seller in the County Jail. 

In addition to fine and imprisonment the 
offender may be sued in a civil action. If 
a corporation, its license may be revoked 
and it permanently enjoined from doing 
business in this State. 

Any person may maintain an action 


against ah offender to enjoin him from fur- 


obtain an injunction it shall not be neces- 


tual damage. Yet if he does allege or prove 
such actual damages he may recover three 
times the amount of the damage sustained. 

A clothing merchant at Pasadena, for in- 
stance, who sold breeches at three dollars 
per pair would complain that a rival who 
sold the same article in Los Angeles at 
three dollars had a branch store at Pasa- 
dena where he offered them for two dollars 
and 3 half. This had deprived the plaintiff 
of the sale of two pairs of pantaloons on 
which he would have made a profit of two 
dollars. Accordingly, he would obtain a 
judgment for six dollars against the defend- 
ant and would obtain an injunction prohibit- 
ing the competing clothing merchant from 
selling any more pantaloons of that grade at 
less than three dollars per pair. 

That no action has been brought in any 
Los Angeles court to enforce this ridiculous 
law is a tribute to the gvod sense of our 
merchants, manufacturers and mechanics. 
What wild vagary, what asinine obsession 
.of Hi and his Legislature induced its pas- 
sage cannot be conjectured, for it contains 
no section appointing a board of high-sala- 
ried commissioners to carry it into effect.

A Man Who Didn't Dueck. 

It was inspiring. It was equal to a re 
inforcement. And it was one. Every Jim 
or “Jacques” stood at his post like a re 
treating lion, growling over his shoulder, 
and then came his great marshal, Juneau, 
checking the retreating battalions to say, 
confirming the great Napoleon’s fears with

Two classes of people should see 
the films of Cabiria at Trinity Audi- 
torium this week — those with 
imagination and those without it. 
Those who possess the faculty in 
abundance will have it ignited and 
those who see only what is spread be- 
fore them will yet have their vision 
filed as by magic. 

Cabiria is of the stuff that dreams 
are made of, It is like the .memory 
of another life. It lifts the curtains 
of time, turns back the centuries and 
brings one face to face with a mys- 
terious and turbulent past. 

One stands in the presence of un- 


some strange delirium, the manner 
and method of that ferocious civiliza- 
tion of Carthage, Africa and Rome 
300 years before Christ. 

Gabriele d’Annunzie, the master 
mind of Italian‘ letters, conceived the 
scenario, which its appropriately de- 
scribed as a historical vision and it 
is presented by the Itala Film Com- 
pany of Turis. 

Heaven only knows how many peo- 
ple were used in its making and how 
many places are employed as scenes. 
It is claimed that as many as 5000 
persons took part in the production 
and it is likely that this is more than 
half true. There are times when at 
least a thousand seem to be in sight. 

The scenery is extravagant and 
weird. It seems to embrace all the 
landscape of Africa and the Mediter- 
ranean shores. It carries the atmos- 
of Rome and the savage 
grandeur of Carthage. 

In the face of all this pomp and 
turmoil the heart of the story de- 
pends upon a little lost girl who is 
carried from Catania on the slopes 
of Mt. Etna into Carthage and three 
times escapes the flames of the tem- 
ple of Moloch, which, in those days, 
claimed a human sacrifice for every 
ease to its distorted and monstrous 
god. 

Fulvius, a noble young Roman, and 
Maciste, his wonderful Nubian slave, 
are the heroes through whose ad- 
ventures the little girl is finally saved, 
but not until she has reached a lovely 
womanhood.

Which the five episodes offer. It is 
really a play divided into three big 
acts and five scenes, all of them sus- 
tained by a wonderful vitality and 
vivid in their interest from a dozen 
angies.

LEAD TO FISTIC FORTUNE. 


Boxers Are Frequently Made by the Merest Chance. 
Ho Sullivan, Corbett, Ritchie, McCoy and Other 
Champions Jumped Into the Front Rank—Jack Skelly 


Tells Some Ring History. 


WISE man will make more op- 

portunities than he finds.—Bacon. 

Opportunity knocks as often at 

the door of some boxers as it does 

at the door of men in other affairs of 
life. 

Many a pugilist has won fame and 
fortune by grasping a chance at the 
proper moment. Sometimes one well- 
directed punch has suddenly boosted 
some obscure boxer to the front ranks 
in a night, writes Jack Skelly. 
OPPORTUNITY MADE SULLIVAN. 

When Sullivan was a strong, athletic 
young fellow around Boston, he was 
very anxious to combat some top- 
notcher worthy of his steel. He had 
a hard task getting to the front, but at 
last (on April 6, 1880,) he got an 
opportunity to demonstrate to the 
wise fans of his native city that he 
had the qualifications of a coming 
champion. 

His opponent on this occasion was 
Joe Goss, one of the greatest ex- 
ponents of the manly art of his day. 
They met at Music Hall, Boston. In 
the second round Sullivan dealt the 
English star boxer a knockout blow 
that put him down and into slumber- 
land. But John L. was magnanimous, 
he allowed Goss time to recover and 
sparred the next and last round light- 
ly. He had proved to the satisfaction 
of all present that he was naturally a 
great fighter. In fact the boxing writ- 
ers described him as one of the most 
terrific hitters ever seen in the ring. 
At once his fistic fame spread through- 
out the country, and after defeating 
a few other big fellows he was 
matched against Paddy Ryan, from 
whom he won the heavyweight cham- 
Pionship of America in nine slashing 
rounds at Mississippi City, Miss. . 
OTHERS DO 


Probably there are hundreds of 
other real battling gladiators scattered 
throughout this big natfon who, if 
they only had the opportunity, would 
be just as great fighters as Sullivan 
was in his salad days. It's rather a 
difficult task nowadays to instruct, 
coach and successfully bring a likely 
boxer to the front. 

In the first place matchmakers de- 
mand men with reputations, who can 
draw the money to the box-office. 
They have no use whatsoever for an 
unknown boxer. In the old days if 
& man could obtain the proper back- 
ing, he challenged the champion, put- 
ting up a forfeit to guarantee his 
earnestness, etc. Nowadays a man 
may have all the financial backing re- 
quired, but if he has not the press 
and reputation behind him, a cham- 
pion, or even a near-champion will 
brush him aside as a joke. 

In the old days they fought for a 
Stake, so much a side, and not the 
gate money. Now it’s all a matter 
of how much they can draw without 
any side bet. You seldom hear of a 


star ringman wagering any big 
amount on himself. . 
Ves, we d where Freddie Welsh 


demands me Ritchie to put up 
$25,000 a side, and to hunt up a pro- 
moter who is willing to hang up a 
$25,000 purse for a twenty-round con- 
test. Of course, this is all absolute 
nonsense! Ritchie will not bet Welsh 
any $25,000 on a result of another 
bout with the English champion. Be- 
sides, very few clubs indeed can see 
any financial gain in hanging up $265,- 
000 for the pair. They would have 
to draw at least $35,000 for the pro- 
moter of such an affair to break even. 
The proposition is evidently made in 
order to prevent Willie from having 
any opportunity. to regain his lost

onship. 

If Freddie is really on the level and 
desires to show us his wonderful su- 
periority over Willie, he'll cut down 
those big figures and be fair and more 
reasonable in his demands. 


OTHER OPPORTUNITIES. 


It was a great opportunity that led 
Ritchie to the lightweight champion- 
ship crown. We all remember how 
he got the chance to meet Ad Wolgast 
in San Francisco, on May 11, 1912, 
when he jumped into the ring with the 
former title holder, off the reel as a 
substitute. He got Wolgast’s number 
in this four-round bout. It gave him 
a fine line on Ad and great confidence. 
So in November of the same year they 
were matched again for twenty 
rounds and by luck the eree dis- 
qualified Wolgast and gave Ritchie 
the fight and the crown in the aix- 
teenth round on a foul. I say luck, 
but probably Willie would have 
earned the decision any way if the 
bout had gone the limit. 

It was an exhibition four rounds 
with Sullivan that convinced Jim Cor- 
bett that the old war horse was all 
in and easy to defeat. After this setto 
Jim hustled like a Trojan to get a 
match with the “big fellow.” He was 
more than confident he could lower 
his colors. 

Sullivan had run his race and was 
an easy mark for the speedy, clever, 
young Californian, who put him away 
in twenty-one rounds at New Orleans. 
It was the four-round exhibition bout 
in San Francisco that led Corbett to 
this great opportunity and the heavy- 
weight championship of the world— 
the big crown that made him famous, 
rich and popular. The grand title, 
which is at present so much sought 
after, is now held by Jack Johnson, 
who is bottled up in France with the 
chance of being made a target for 
German bullets. 


ONE-PUNCH OPPORTUNITY. 


Al McCoy was a comparatively un- 
known boxer when he landed a 
knock-out on George Chip over in the 
Broadway Sporting Club in Brooklyn. 
By that one punch McCoy suddenly 
jumped into fame, proclaiming him- 
self the middleweight champion of the 
world. But the jury is still out on 
this much-muddled-up title, and the 
question of supremacy will have to 
be fought out in a most decided man- 
ner before the real champion will be 
given due recognition and a clear title. 
McCoy and Chip are booked to meet 
again in New York in a few weeks, 
and George will be given a great 
chance to recover his lost prestige. 

It was Kid McCoy’s cunning clever- 
ness that made him such a famous 
fighter. He never lost an opportunity 
>: outwit or outgeneral the other fel- 
ow. 
I have often told the story of how 
he gave Tommy Ryan the double-cross 
and a terrible beating by his sharp 
practice. So there's no use of repeat- 
ing it. There's another proverb which 
says, “Everything s fair in love and 
war,” but this does t go with me. 
I believe a man ough. to be upright 
and just in battle or in peace. 

It will also be remembered how 
Tommy Burns gained the heavyweight 
title away from Philadelphia Jack 
O’Brien by another double-cross. 
There's tricks in all trades,” but 
there should be none in the old manly 
art. Every boxer should be on the 
alert in and out of the ring, ready 
to grasp every fair opportunity, but 
not to take any mean, unmanly ad- 
vantage of an opponent. 

I believe boxing is really the old- 
est sport in the world. It has had its 
ups and downs for thousands of years, 
but, withal, it has been an honest 
game, or it would have gone to the 
i dogs long, long ago.

WITH DUNDEE. 


The crowd was with Dundee for the 
start. They greeted Beecher with 
boohoos when he returned. 

The fight started with the men fight- 
ing cautiously. The little tiger Dun- 
dee was content to keep Beecher from 
hitting in the clinches and landing hard 
jolts to the face and swings to the 
kidneys. Beecher kept walking after 
Dundee who danced around going in 
and out like a jack-in-the-box. Once 
or twice Dundee ducked into a Beecher 
Swing. 

In the fourth round Dundee started 
going. Until the tenth he kept away 
from the heavy man. He cut Beecher 
under the eye and it continued to get 
fat to the end. 

RALLIES. 

In the sixth Beecher rallied, got in 
some swings to the kidrevs and chops 
to the stomach in the clinches. :

Official Figures Made Public 
by Secretary of State. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.) Sept. 26.—The 
oMcial returns of the late primary 
election were compiled today by the 
Secretary of State. Very generally the 
election has been considered as merely 
a struggle between Democratic fac- 
tions, a fight into which a number of 
Republicans permitted themselves to 
be drawn. The votes for other than 
Democratic candidates were cast more 
or less perfunctorily to represent the 
party. as there were no contests. 
Nevertheless the figures are interest- 
ing by comparison. 

The principal Democratic contest- 
ants Came out in this manner: 


Senator—Marcus A. Smith, 17,714; 


Reese M. Ling, 9558. 


Governor—G. W. p. Hunt, 18,658; 
H. A. Hughes, 98565. 


Auditor—J. c. Callaghan, 14,412:

in the campaign. Hughes, a Phoenix 
physician, was a free lance, who made 
his own campaign almost unsupported 
and who bore the weight of strong ad- 
vocacy of prohibition.

The Republican and Progressive 
votes are interesting merely by their 
contrast. The average Republican 
vote was over 2700, the best was for 
Ralph Cameron for Governor, 3067. 
The average Progressive vote was 
about 700, the best being that for J. 
L. B. Alexander for Attorney-General, 
717. Cameron's Progressive opponent, 
Mayor George U. Young of Phoenix, 
secured only 702 votes. J. Lorenzo 
Hubbell, Republican State chairman 
and candidate for Senator, had 2700 
votes, compared with 619 for Nelson, 
Progressive. The maximum Socialist 
ity was that for Davis as Senator. 

Despite these figures there seems no 
possibility of fusion by the Repub- 
licans and Progressives, though the 
former have been most cordial in ex- 
tending the olive branch. Now the 
Republicans propose to start an ener- 
getic campaign, with hopes daily 
strengthened for success in filling a 
number of the most important offices. 
Much added strength already ia prom 
ised by disgusted Democrats, anxious 
to unseat the present administration. 


CAR STRIKES AUTO.

Oos ANGELES HARBOR, Sept. 28. 
—The first steamer to complete a 
round-trip voyage from the Pacifis 
Coast to New York through the Pan- 
Canal arrived here tonight. . She 
is the Luckenbach steamer Pleiades. 
The Pleiades was the first east-bound 
steamer to pass through the canal. 
She took a full cargo of California 
products and loaded merchandise and 
steel products for the return trip. 
This will be one of the busiest weeks 
along the water front since the war 
in Europe cut short lumber orders. 
There are ten steam schooners ex- 
pected here within a few days to dis- 
charge lumber cargoes aggregating 
many millions of feet. Since the war 
and closing of Arizona mines lumer 
shipments have been materially re- 
duced.

RELIEF FOR THE 
COTTON GROWERS. 


STATE AND FEDERAL REPRE. 
SENTATIVES AGREE HELP 
IS NEEDED. 


[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—State 
and Federal representatives of the 
cotton-producing States conferred 
here today and until tonight without 
arriving at any conclusion as to. what 
should be done for the relief of the 
cotton raisers of the South from con- 
ditions brought on by the war in Eu- 
rope. The conference was called by a 
joint Congressional committee, com- 
posed of Senators and Representa- 
tives of Southern States, and the Gov- 
ernors of the cotton States attended 
either in person or by representatives. 

The meetings were held behind 
closed doors, but it was understood 
that radical differences of opinion de- 
veloped between the Governors and 
the Congressional delegation as to 
whether ptoposed relief should be 
given through Federal or State legis- 
lation. 

The main proposal in the board 
was the plan to curtail either the crop 
directly or the acreage planted in 
1915. The Governors held that the 
Federal government should levy a tax 
on excess production. 

The conference probably will be 
continued tomorrow.
